At, the close of the sesison Tuesday 
m iners and operators w ere handed 
a printed question by the conciliators 
asking w hether paym ent to the min­ 
ers on the basis of the o p erato rs’ of­ 
fer would be satisfactory If the oper­ 
ators would deposit the difference be­ 
tw een w hat they offer and w hat the 
m iners ask with a bank to the credit 
of the arbitrators.

.The city is also directly inter­ 
ested in the m atter, as the Garfield 
avenue paving would have to be ex­ 
tended for a short distance to the 
corporation line, which it does not 
reach at present. 
W hether or not this enterprise w ill 
be accomplished is as yet a m atter of 
doubt, but Green township residents 
will nevertheless have a paved road­ 
way from Greeniord to this city dur­ 
ing the coining summer, when they 
propose to pave the road south from

Feb. 4.—Strict supervis­ 
ion of all private employment agen­ 
cies is provided in a bill prepared for 
introduction by Representative White 
acre of Columbiana county. All such 
agencies would be licensed by the 
state Industrial commission, by Un­ 
tenos of the bill, which is aimed 
especially at certain classes of agents 
that have been preying upon jobless 
men and women 
W hi tacre would bave all fees and 
charges of employment companies de­ 
termined by the state commission and 
rigid pre< autions azainst deception or 
fraud would be provided. 
Full infor­ 
mation of certain prospective employ­ 
ment agencies would have to be sup­ 
plied to those seeking work, particul­ 
arly information relating to strikes 
and lockouts. 
Agents would have to deposit $100U 
or its equivalent with the industrial 
commission and this sum could be 
used by the commission in compen­ 
sating persons w ho might suffer dam­ 
ages from acts of the agents.

companies would have to give in writ- 


n. tin wages or salary proposed to 
be paid and various othèr specific in­ 
formation. 
Convicts could be employed on the 
roads of Ohio next April should the 
house and senate pass the Ewan bill 
being prepared for introduction. The 
Swan measure empowers county com­ 
missioners to 
requisition 
prisoners 
from the state administration board 
for work on roads. 
Not more than 
100 prisoners need be given to any 
county at one time, however. 
The 
prisoners are to be paid for at the 
rate of eighty cents a day by the 
county using them, but the adminis­ 
tration board would have to attend to 
the housing and lodging of the pris­ 
oners during their employment.
